GLADYS COOPER, who plays Alice 
Grey in “Alice Sit-By-The-Fire” this 
week, is making her second appearance 
at the Cape Playhouse, the previous 
engagement having occurred during 
the summer of 1939 when she co-starred 
with her husband, the late Philip 
Merivale, in “Spring Meeting.” 

Since that time seven summers ago, 
Miss Cooper, who had then been ac- 
knowledged one of the most famous 
and most beautiful actresses on the 
international stage, has devoted her 
acting talents to another entertainment 
field, namely, the Hollywood motion 
picture. For it was during her stay at 
Dennis in 1939 that she heeded the 
call of two old friends, director Alfred 
Hitchcock and novelist Daphne Du- 
Maurier, both anxious for her to appear 
in the pending film version of Miss 
DuMaurier’s best-selling book, ‘“Re- 
becca.” 

“Rebecca” was the first movie the 
great Hitchcock directed in Hollywood, 
and he took particular care in selecting 
his cast. Consequently, for the chal- 
lenging role of Max de Winter’s sister, 
he chose Gladys Cooper. With no 
thought of remaining in films, Miss 
Cooper went to Hollywood for just 
three weeks, but remained seven years!

Since her Hollywood debut in ‘“Re- 
becca,’ which later copped an Academy 
Award for producer David Selznick, 
Miss Cooper has played important roles 
in some of moviedom’s outstanding 
products. She played Lady Nelson op- 
posite Laurence Olivier’s Lord Nelson 
in ‘“‘That Hamilton Woman,” the woman 
in question being Vivien Leigh; Bette 
Davis’ mother in “Now Voyager’’; Jen- 
nifer Jones’ antagonistic sister in “Song 
of Bernadette’; Irene Dunne’s mother- 
in-law in “‘The White Cliffs of Dover’; 
Greer Garson’s daughter in “Mrs. 
Parkington”’; Gregory Peck’s mother in 
“The Valley of Decision’; and the 
grandmother in the current “The Green 
Years.” Slated for forthcoming release 
is a psychological drama she made in 
England last summer. Known as ‘“Be- 
ware of Pity,’ it co-stars her with Sir 
Cedric Hardwicke and Lili Palmer.

critic. Sparked with the fire that makes 
an actress live for the theatre, Gladys 
Cooper sought the stage, and at the 
age of 15, made her professional debut 
playing the leading role in Seymour 
Hicks’ “Bluebell In Fairy Land.” For 
three years thereafter, she remained 
under contract to the famous musical 
comedy producer, George Edwards, 
understudying and playing small parts 
in musical shows. While still in her 
teens, she graduated to the legitimate 
theatre, appearing in “Milestones” by 
Arnold Bennett and Edward Knoblock. 
She followed that with Mr. Knoblock’s 
“My Lady’s Dress” (in which Lynn 
Fontanne and Edith Evans played small 
roles) and Sardou’s “Diplomacy,” the 
latter produced by Sir Gerald Du- 
Maurier, father of the aforementioned 
novelist, Daphne. 

At this point, Miss Cooper established 
some kind of long-range record which 
the statistics find unbeatable. At the 
amazingly tender age of 22, she became 
the youngest actress-manager in the 
history of the theater—or at least the 
youngest successful one. During the 
producing - acting period of her life, 
Gladys Cooper created the stellar roles 
in many of Somerset Maugham’s fa- 
mous comedies and dramas, including 
“The Letter,” “The Painted Veil,” ‘The 
Sacred Flame” and “Home and Beauty,” 
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which reached American shores and 
movie screens as “Too Many Husbands.” 
Also on her personal producing-acting 
agenda were Frederick Lonsdale’s ‘The 
Last of Mrs. Cheyney,” ‘‘Peter Pan” (by 
the same Sir James M. Barrie who 
penned ‘Alice Sit - By - The - Fire’), a 
revival of “Diplomacy,” Sir Arthur 
Pinero’s “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray,” 
Sudermann’s “Magda,” “Cynara” (with 
Gerald DuMaurier), Keith Winter’s 
“The Rats of Norway” (with Raymond 
Massey playing opposite, and Laurence 
Olivier in a small role), Channing Pol- 
lock’s “Fhe Sign on the Door,” and 
“The Yellow Ticket.” 

Miss Cooper’s first visit to America 
came about just a dozen years ago 
when she _ produced, in conjunction 
with Max Gordon, Keith Winter’s ‘‘The 
Shining Hour.’ Sharing starring bill- 
ing again was Raymond Massey. 

After a successful season on Broad- 
way, Gladys Cooper and “The Shining 
Hour” took the trans-oceanic jaunt to 
London for another profitable engage- 
ment. Accustomed to Atlantic-hopping, 
she then returned to New York in 1936 
for revivals of “Othello” and ‘“‘Macbeth,”’ 
with Philip Merivale in the title roles 
opposite her Desdemona and Lady 
Macbeth. Following these came Dodie 
Smith’s popular “Call It A Day,” then

a British production of ‘‘Dodsworth,”’ 
and finally her famous 12-week summer 
season of Shakespeare performed out- 
of-doors in London’s Regents Park with 
Mr. Merivale. 

This al fresco season of Shakespeare 
became one of the theatrical events of 
England that year, attracting thousands 
of people nightly. Among the roles Miss 
Cooper played in the twelve hectic 
weeks of repertory were Oberon in “A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream,” Olivia in 
“Twelfth Night,’ Rosalind in “As You 
Like It,” plus the title role in Aristo- 
phanes’ “Lysistrata.’”’ Despite the ex- 
hausting daily schedule of having to 
play a matinee in one drama, an eve- 
ning performance in another, and re- 
hearse still a third at midnight, Miss 
Cooper found it quite an exhilarating 
experience. Braced by the outdoor pro-
